Oral Polio Vaccine 
Drive Set Sunday 


We 
have noticed lately that there 
has been a serious 
problem ol forged 
checks being passed in Abilene and we 
thought that we 
might pass along the 
following 25 pointers as precautions in 
cashing checks. The list has been com­ 
piled by Better Business Bureaus. 
I. Don't hurry when cashing checks; 
2. Checkpassers work last •— take your 
time; 3. All 
strangers 
are not 
crooks, 
but most crooks are strangers; 4. Always 
have check endorsed in your presence; 
5. Know your endorser — or be prepared 
to 
pay ii check 
bounces; 
6. Insist 
on 
positive identification. 7. Printed checks 
can be fo rg e rie s — and also can have 
been sto len , then forged, too, remember; 
8. Make sure the endorser s signature 
on check corresponds with the payee s 
name; 9. Com pare endorser's signature 
with maker's—they may be by the sam e 
hand; IO S suspicious, start stalling and 
call the bank; ll. Be extra careful of two- 
signature endorsements; 12. W hen you 
stall, the suspect may leave in a hurry, 
often leaving behind the check — if so 
send it to BBB; 
13. Holidays are the favorite time for 
check 
passers; 14 
Ask 
yourself 
why 
passer 
is offering 
the 
check 
to you, 
rather than to a bank, 15. Counter checks 
are for use at banks; 16. Look twice at 
all rubber-stamped checks; 
17. W atch 
for misspellings, particularly of maker's 
name; watch also for omission of maker's 
name; 
18. Hesitate on 
alterations; 19. 
Remember — payee's nam es can be a l­ 
tered, amounts raised and dates changed; 
20. Record LD. data 
before 
paying — 
this can 
be noted 
on back or

check; 21. If possible, get birth date from 
LD. card; 22. Social 
Security num bers 
are valueless for identification purposes; 
23. License plate num bers provide better 
identification than drivers licenses; 24.

For the benefit of boat owners we 
are passing along the following infor­ 
mation from the Parks an d Wildlife De­ 
partment. 
All boats 
operating under power 
must have Coast G uard approved life­ 
saving devices on board. There must be 
a preserver, vest, cushion or other Coast 
G uard approved device for every p a s­ 
senger in the boat. Skiers are counted 
as persons on board 
A release from the Department says 
that State gam e wardens, em pow ered 
by the 
water safety law 
to enforce 
safety provisions, are checking unusually 
close to determine that all water borne 
persons have access to the proper type 
of life preservers. 
Above all, wardens have been in­ 
structed to strictly apply the safety code 
so far as it directly affects individuals. 
The 
release 
says 
that 
lifesaving 
devices must have the Coast G uard a p ­ 
proved num oer stamped on either the 
device itself 
or a label sewn onto the 
device. Just having "Coast G uard Ap­ 
proved'' written 
on 
the 
device is not 
sufficient. 
All 
lifesaving 
devices 
on 
board 
must be readily accessible to the persons 
abo ard the boat. If they are in unopened 
shipping bags, display boxes, store con­ 
tainers or stowed in cabins, or locked in 
deck 
boxes 
or

concealed, 
they are not readily accessible.
